Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The proposed amendment to claim 202 overcomes the objection to 
the claim; applicant's argument with respect to the phenylene of claim 207 is noted but requires clarification as to what 
the phenylene group is since page 33, lines 29 and 30 describe phenylene as a C1-C4 alkyl. Applicant asserts that 
the PCT publication to Wischik does not teach conjugated or chelated ligand that has a detectable chemical group 
and the publication does not teach steps 2 and 3 of claim 175 where the presence of extracellular aggregated PHF tau 
is detected in the medial temporal lobe of the brain of the subject. Examiner raised the concern that claim 175 as 
written does not exclude post- or pre-mortem stagging.
